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M\ncn 301b, 1876. 

Hon. Mr. Mandonald resumed tliG 
debate ou Hou. Mr. CanaH's inotiou 
to resolve: — That tbe construction of 
the Pacific Railway haying formed tbo 
priuuipai ooiidiliou upon which 'j3rit- 
ish Coliinihi:i outor(jil tho (Jiinailiiin 
CJonftideratlou, every reasonablo effort 
should havo baen made by the ■ Gov- 
ernment of tbo Dominion to satisfy 
tbo people of that Provinco that faith 
Avould be kept with theiu; but this 
House regrets to IIll-I f'^it whilst in- 
curring, or roady lo incur immediate- 
ly expenditures of several tuillions of 
dollars not needed or of doubtful util- 
ity, tbe Government haa fi£ile"d to pro- 
ceed vigorously witL the con- 
Htructioa of our great na- 
tional Interocoanic Kiilway which is 
so esaontial to tbo material advance- 
ment of all tbo Provinces of the Dom 
inion as well as to the early consolitl- 
atioh of 'political and social union 
among the whole people. He said: — 

Tbe position of alVains between tho 
Dominion (ioverninent and British 
Columbia had arrived at a point when 
an expression of opinion of this House 
may not be out of place, whether as a 
guidance in the future to tbe Domin- 
ion Goveruineut or to our Province. 
In my opinion, tbe chief object in 
bringing forward this subject now is, 
thiit public opinion should be indicated so 
fur us an e.'cpressiou of IbisTlouse can 
be taken as such indigualion, of a de- 
sire to' have this great national high- 
way perfected. And whether this 
House follows or leads public opinion 
the result of this debate will bo look- 
ed upon, with interest in oar Province. 
The idea of establishing communica- 
tion from ocean to ocetvu is not new, 
but to British Columbia Toraains tbe 
honour, if it lie an honour, of beintr 
tho immediate cause ol pressing upon 
the attention of tbo country the neces- 
sity for this transcontinental roilwaj;, 
hence her deep interest in this sub- 
ject, and whether tho verdict bo for or 
against maintaining tbe connectioa 
with our Province, the debate will be 
of equal iiuportauco. Tho ban. gen- 
tleman who moved the resolution ne w 
befqra the House reviewed clearly the 
terms upon which British Columbia 
camo into the Canadian Confederation, 
and I do not intend going over tbe 
same ground again, but may briefly 
refer to some of the points. 1 will en- 
deavour to state the case from my 
standpoint as clearly as I can. Tbe 
first breach in the terms of union was 
made in July, 1873, by tbe failure to 
commeuco construction at that timo, 
and to this the Provincial Govorn- 
raeut, as in du^ bpajld, oalied the at- 
tention of the Dominion Government; 
and from that time until now they 
have continued to protest against tho 
uonfultilment of tho torujs of union. 
"Whether this breach can be juatitied 
or not the fact cannot be controvert- 
ed. The Premier of the Dominion in 
a speech at Lambton in JaQuiiiy.lS^li 
alluded to tho great diificulties of 
building tho Pacitic Railway, and said 
that a relaxation of tbo terms with Col- 
umbia must bo had. Tina speech be- 
came known in the Province at a timo 
when a combination- of oiroamstauces 
gave rise to some alarm and approhau- 
sion; tbe Provincial Qcvernment at 
that time wanted money and wore ne- 
gotiating for a loan with the Dominion, 
and tho fear that the true interests of 
the Province might bo sacrificed and 
the ierms of union doatrbyed, caused 
the first political disturbanco which 
ever took place in that Province. To 
us tbo terms of union aro ovGi^tbing— 
our capital — stock in trade — and con- 
BtitutioD— -and if pnoe brolceij, through, 
we have nothrng' on' which to rely. 
Shortly after this commotion Mr. Ed- 
gar was sent to tbo Province as agent 
of tho Dominion (rov. vuinont to ascer- 
tain tbo feelings iiud t)]:)inioiib of the 
pooi>lo on public questions — particu- 
urly ou the Pucifio Bail way. After 
some time, ij!r. TEdjfar made a proposal 
to tho Local Government to tho fol- 
lowing effeot:— 'To couunonco con- 
struction from Esqiiimault lo Nauainio 
immodiutoly, and lo push that portion 
of the railway ou to completion with 
tho'iitmost'^-vigour and the shortest 
practi'cfiWe time." Hon. gentlemen 
•will obsorvo that this was not ofTorod 
as oompensation, or as a branch lino — 
but as a g9rtion of the rail way j and an 
a portion mpiai£"l)j?i jpi ,p(u;ti of,a,'Wliolo-- 
this must l||ave 'been considereii as a 
partor,t^"^|Mjlino, 

"The iGtovemmeut would iminodi- 
Ately opea up a road and build a t^lo- 



graph line along the whole length of 
tho railway in the Provimio uud carry 
a telegraph wire across th 3 continent. 
To A country like British Columbia it 
is conceded, however, to be^ an im- 
portant point, thatnot only the'prompt 
and vigorous commencement, but also 
tho continuous prosecution of tbe 
work of construction within tho limits 
of th». Province should be guarauteed. 
la ordflo therefore to secure an abso- 
lute certainty in this direction, the 
Dominion Government tvro disposed 
to concede to British Columbia that 
the moment the surveys and road on 
the mainland oaU '^e completed, there 
shall be in each and every year, and 
even under the most 'unfavorable cir- 
cumstances,' during the construction 
of the railway a minimum expenditure 
upon W(.>rka of construction within the 
Proviuce of at least one million live 
hundred thousand dollars." I wish 
tho hon. gentleman to observe that 
this olTer was made without roforenco 
to tho "jjrodicates" of 1S71, 1S72 and 
187-1, that taxation should not be in- 
creased for tbe building of tho Pacific 
Railway. These negotiations of Mr. 
Edgar proved a failure, and ' I have 
always maintained that the Local 
Government acted injudiciously in 
not treating with the Dominion agout 
in a fair spirit, and tolling him what 
they wantod. Tho Provincial Govern- 
ment then petitioned Her Majesty, 
setting forth their grievances, and 
praying that the Dominion Gotern- 
niont might be urged to carry out the 
terms of union. The Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, on receiving 
tbo jjotition, and the ansvrer of the 
Dominion Government thereto, ex- 
pressed hia pleasure at tbe oouciliato- 
ry manner in which both parties had 
approached the subject, but I am 
afraid that tbe recent minutes of Coun- 
cil of both Governments i^l not pro- 
duce the same good impression. The 
Secretary of State then proposed a 
certain arrnnp;cnu)nt in scttlomont of tho 
(inostiona in dispule, wliich !ic considorc'd 
Wuuld not press ho:ivilyuu tho Dominiun, 
and wouhl be fair to Columbia, lli.s 
Lordship's TocommondntiouH nr« tho Hiiiiio 
as the Edgar projjosals, excepting iis to 
the yearly ospenditnre,' which was to bo 
two milliouH instead of one and a half 
million^i. His Lordship renruks that 
even aftt-r tlio conot'.ssioiis aro made Di it- 
isli Goluinbi* will recoivo cousidorably 
less than was pxomisod to her as tbe qon- 
ilition of enteiing tbe Dominion. Tbe 
Dominion Government after soino further 
corrcspondonee u<K'('i)ted tlio Hi.'ttlomont 
of tho Secretary of Hiato by JMiiuite of 
C 'Uucil cUii^d 18tli Heplciubcr, 1S7-1, und 
as au cvidt nco of such acceptance brought 
a bill ioto Parliament lost session to give 
offeet to apart of tbe settlement j tbe fate 
of that we all know— and we know that 
British Columbiii was at that time sacri- 
lic'Oii to part}' spirit. Every hon. gfinth;- 
inaii in this Chamber no doubt thinks 
(luul wijuld ft.'ol indignant at l>eing told 
otlicrwis'.;) tliiit tlie legislation of this 
country is founded on princijjios of Jus- 
tice, wuiob acknowledge the rightUo-^co- 
toct tbe ioterosts of tho minoritj^ as well 
as of tho majority, l)Ut in this iDatanco 1 
am Horry to s^iy tliat an a<'t of injb^ce 
was done. The /ailuro of that bill, how- 
over, (lid not cancel the claims of the 
Province. If tlieru i.s any virtue in pro- 
luisoa and obligations solemnly entered 
into, whether under Aat of Parliament or 
Minntfl of Council, they should bo ad- 
hered t", and not set to one nido to tho 
injury of any Proviuce. The Premier, in 
a speech at Sarniii in Octobor, 1875, an- 
nounces tliat serious "modifications of 
th(! ti-rms \vi' li IJrilish Coluinbi-i will b(Mi(>- 
oessiry.and that, fresh pi-oposuU were to lie 
mode, and th it British Columbia dcherved 
every consideration. This announeo- 
ment gave riMa to much uaea8ine)<9 in tho 
Province as foreshadowing futara delajr 
and fresh negotiition tho Oarnti-von reo 
ommendalioiiH liiul only been a^^'ceeil to a 
short timo before, and now they aro vir- 
tually sot aside liefore any part of them is 
fultilled. Tiinso frtsli proposals were em- 
bodied in a Minute of Conneil dated 'iOtli 
SeptoinljiM-, ld7r), and reached Briti-h di- 
himbia tho following November. The 
Jjoeal Government iniprudontly atfril)ii- 
(oil Illotive^^ for t.hiH <]i ]ny. \e!iir!i I du ii'it 
luidorso aft"r all ; 1 am willing; to Ijidii'vc' 
that tho dolny was oocasioned through the 
iiogleob of the ofQoial whoso duty it. was 
to attend to this matter. The Minute ro- 
citfH tho Edg.ir propoaals and tho ngro- 
moiit with Eirl Carnarvon, and olTers a 
compsnsation of g7.'')0,O()O under such 
amliiguity, that if otherwise willing to 
iiece])t till) offer, the Local ( lo vermuent 
could not do HO, aa it could oafiily be con- 
strued into compons.ition for indefinite 
delay upon tiie wholu iinc, althougli wo 
aro assiirod by tho hon. gontloman ut tin) 
head of tho Ooternmeut. that^ the ."pff^r 
had refcrenco only to tho Escinimalt and 
Kiuiaiin ) Itailw.iy. ITa 1 this Minnie eon- 
tiiuied an assnrancn that I ho other [lorlions 
of thn Carnarvon recommendations would 
h'i flurried out, tho diss itisfuction would 
not have been so great, but there was no 
Buch asBiirttnoB, Tois , oflfcT of cojpaponBa- 
tion wiis declifaea by th6"Pr6vinoiW Gov- 
ornmont. And we do think that the Do- 
minion Government litving carried the 
point of an extension of the lime limited, 
and after having ontored into oblif,Mtions 
with the full knowledge of their being 
less onerous than the original terms, we 
had eyory reason to believe that they 
would bo adborod to, and cannot under- 
flttind any attempt being made to ignore 
tliese obligatiouB. Tho two milliona year- 
ly expHnditiuo to be no violation of rho 
resolutions of 1871, 1872 and 1871. Tho 
Provincial Qovornmont nppoaled to Her 
Majesty tho seoond timo— most uowieely 
as i , think — being more and more im- 
pressed with tbo wisdom and advisability 
ol ssttlibg our domestio qoarrelaat bome. 
And I am glad to til^'abfe 'l^Wmcalt 



the Colnmbia representatives now at Ot- 
towa disapprove of the action of thcT'ljb- 
cal Govormnont in this instance. The 

tone of the Columbia Minute of Council 
refusing the ofTc'r of j?750,0()y is luiicli to 
bo doplorc<i although it must bo borne iu 
mind that it was written under a deep 
Hi'nso of injustice. Even then it is hartlly 
justifiable and tho tone of the Minuto 
of the Pominion Government of tho 15th 
of thin month is equally to bo deplored. 
It ntteni])ls to reduce tbe great (^uoHtion 
to f\ nu'rely local oiKi. T'ho Hon. Mini.t- 
ter of AgricuUuro alluded to tho tone of 
fho proas in J^ritish Coluniliia. I as well 
as himself condemn tho sjiirit and tone of 
a portion of that press, but lately they 
liave been writing tiiSdir fbe belief that 
tho Province 1ms boon 'de6ply wronged, 
and on tliat score th(>ro is soiuo oxcubo. 
I take it tliat the hon. {gentleman wonld 
not like at all time.s to be accountablo for 
all that appears in tho press of ("!anada. 
I'Voin spee'clies m ido byproiniuont men, 
and from iiewsjia])i-r artic'es in this part 
of the country, an impression has been 
Kiiiniiig ground that tJiero is a fooling in 
eerlain classua thut British Columbia 
should bo cast adrift. If tliis fijelio^ has 
any foundiitioQ tho sooner wo know it the 
1) Iter, and we can ji.irt good friends, and 
thio dnl)ate will be of some borvico in 
eonlirming or dis]i(dlin|^ tlieso impres- 
sions. Allegiaii.'o and loyalty are baH'd 
entirely on mutii .1 ailvautiges. The Fed- 
eral Governmemaml tho different branch- 
es must eaoh do th^ir tjart toi^nsui*e' the 
harmonious working of tho whole. Tbo 
Urjn. Minist'^rof .Vgrioulturi) alpo alluded 
tn a resolution p.itsed liy the House of 
Commons in ly71,woen the delegate from 
Uriiisli Oilninbia was present on the floor 
of the House. Theru is nothing to show 
that h(! approved or disapproved of thut 
resolutiou. What power could he have 
by hciuf; on the floor of the House wlion 
he <'ou.d not open his inoutli, and tho 
refcohitii'ii aft'^r a 1 wiis only a siif.jar coat- 
ing to 111') pill, so tliat it iniglit go down 
easily. Wo siy tliis : that wo lnvo just 
grounds of comphuot ; that ihoao grociniis 
of complaint have been acknowledged 
from tlio fact of compensation having 
boon oflVnid us ; that there is no desire to 
burden or overtax the country ; tliat rro 
have agreed to extend tho time limit from 
ten to uiueteen yours; thatwo hive iigroud 
to take a yearly expenditure much less 
than We wore entitled to; that in 1S7-1 the 
taxation of tbe country was increased by 
three million dollars in order (as sfatad 
in tho preamble to the Paoitio Railway 
Act of 1871) to make provision for tho 
eouslruetiuu of the Pacitic Railway uh 
rapiiily as po.ssible ; that iLreo milliona 
will pay iiiti-rest and sinking fund on fifty 
milliouH, which is more than necassary 
with land grants to build tha wholo lini> ; 
tbtttinl874 and 1873 X8,000,000 h'uve 
been borrowed parity on the Imperial 
guarantee for tho purpose of constrncting 
Uie Pacitic; Railway, also for cnlargingthe 
eaiiids. The Act anl liori/.inK the loan re- 
cites tho bargain with I'.ritish Columbia 
as being the reason for borrowing i'.tii 
money ; Railway cpustruction is made the 
prominent feature in the preamble, the 
enlargement of tbe canals being seconda- 
ry. That the luoiiey raised under tho Im- 
perial guarantee cauuot leg. illy lie ajipiied 
to liny purposes other than the Pacific 
Kai. way ; that five year-- have nearly elapsed 
since Britiah C duml)ia entered Confedor- 
atiou, and it is only reasonable to eiptct 
tbe work of construutioQ be commenced 
forthwith. We have had no reports from 
tho Chief Engineer for the last two yars; 
but wo find in th.'-, r-jport broughtdown in 
tho session of 1871, which could only em- 
brace information up to the e&d of 1873, 
the Chief Engineer makes tho following 
statement: - "It may indeed bo now ao- 
copied as a oerfainty that a routo has 
has boen found generally possessing fa- 
vorable engineering features with the ex- 
ception of a short seotion approaoLin^ 
the Pacific coast; which route, taking its 
entire lengtb, including tho excoplioual 
sectional alluded to, will, on tbo average, 
show lighter work and will require leas 
costly struotures than havo boon neces- 
sary on many of tho railways now in oper- 
ation in the Dominion." Now, if this 
maob was known two years ago, tho iii- 
formatioo must surely bo complete 
enough by this timo to enable tho Gov- 
ernment to dotermino tho route without 
dulay. That lurKo sums of money aro 
living idle iu different banks, and a largo 
quantity of rails on hand, and that a groat 
deal of work could bo carried on for two 
or tliriiu yi-ars without much additional 
outlay. rii.it tlit^ Jliiiute of Couiioil of 
tlio'.;Oth Septeinlier last has dewtroyod 
contiJenco ami caueed much di.i.iatisfaction 
in the I'roviuoe as ignoring tho boltlemeut 
of Earl Carnarvon— I think I may nsothat 
term — thiiro being no assuranco of it^ 
fulfilment; that tho Minuto of tbo 15lh 
March last tends in the samo direction. I 
will briefly allude to some port ons of it. 
I find the fol owing: — ''There is no pre- 
t<mce for saying thut the Esipiimilt und 
Niinaimo Kiiilway wa-c viniler the term.s of 
Union a work, tho construction of which 
was obliL'ii'oiy on Caniidii., as part of tho 
Pacific Railway. " I say tjiat wo had very 
strong gronmta for considering this to bo 
a pirt of I ho main line. By a Minuto of 
Council of ,rnne, lH7f), E=qniraalt is de- 
clared to 111) tho western terminus of the 
Pacihc Kail vay. Tlnd, Mr. Edgar proposed 
to build tli.H ])oi tion of the railway With- 
out roforencc to its being a branch, or ftg 
compensatiou — and thut granti of lumi 
were reserved for the purposes pf tids xyaA 
in accordance with the "to'rnn of iitiiou.'f 
Tho IMinnle furilier states: -~"Tho Com- 
iiutlee ivoiild obs ry'O that they cannot as- 
Hoiit to the view ll;.at the Union wi.h 
Ihutish C^nluinbia has o:-canioned losi and 
depriva'ion to that Province. Ou the con- 
trary, tho results, flnftncialiy, to tha Do 
minion aod to British , Colnmbia; irespp^i 
lively, even ignoring all railway exp^roflii 
turc in tlin Province, show that ononrip.ns 
pecuniary advaiila(;e.-i havo bom derived 
l)y Columbia from Canada." We do not 
pretend to say that wo havo RulTerod any 
loss from being joined lo (lanada, but wo 
do say thut continual dolavs and unoer 
toiiities have had a most damag;ing efTect 
Ml the Province. ,We aro oortuiii^ of no- 
tui'og and noTOz know' wliat' luliyira' &»xli 



offered to^usi The Minuto further s-tatos: 
'^The Cominitteo must forth. o- oh.servo 
that tho tonor of tho reprcs'-ii tat "oils iiitw 
under consiijeriition would m.'oiii t i indi- 
cate that tbo object of the Tjen;,shriire f)f 
British, Columbia is less to secure the 
OompjBlion of the work as u national un- 
uerlakio^ in snoh a way and on such 
terms OS totiy best conduce to the welfmo 
of tbe' whfdo'fcbibpUnity, than to en force 
the immediate and eoniihuod expend ituro 
within their own Pruvinee at 'vhutover 
cost to C iiiada of many uillions of money, 
for which they cannot ])roteiid to hiivo 
given an oquivHleiit; aiol that fboir chief 
grievaucfi i.s that their people have noi, as 
y'etderived.in adilition to the other finan 
loi^lbWnefits of.'UhirtM,' the gains, and pro- 
fits to lie 'exDootcVl from 'tlio oxpendituro 
of these millions in ttieir miiNt. To tlicso 
views iiiu-it be iimiiily reforn d the uIIckm- 
tions, nnfoiiiided as tSiey appear to iho 
Co;uiiiiltoo, of di-iistrous and ruinous do- 
lays, mill as to idl cl i>seH of tho popula- 
tion having eullered lots and Jeprivaliou." 
This great *6rk is of as miicb importjuce 
to tho whole eohntry as to ua, and tlio 
portion of ibis railway east of tlie KocK-y 
Mounttiina is gu'iranl -ed to ns na fully ;u 
that within our I'l o\ iiii'c, .tikI is of equal 
importance f) u.s. Jirili--h Columhia 
has tho rij^dit lo proti >t nt^ oii.st ibdiiys 
over tho wlude line yi^l an unieh as in 
tho Province — ul lioii;.;!i our iioiue- 
diato attention has been directed to tiiat 
within tho Province, believing that the 
ibtetestW'of tlio eastern aootions would bo 
looked i-fter by tho peoplo of this part of 
Canada. These two lines, "It remains 
only to endeavor to coustruct tbo Pacific 
Railway as tlic reaourcoa pf the country 
will permit," wind up this Minute, and 
di.sposo in a summary way of the terms of 
union and the Carniirvon reeommeada- 
tion, and perhaps it is as well ihnt no 
fresh promises should be made, and what- 
ever we now pjet wnf be unex pi-ct'-d. I 
don't think it fair lo jdace the >tat"iiieiii 
of amount appended lo tho Miuiitu bcloio 
the country at this t'm • —the i \])i!iuiu uri- 
in a new Province be iij; Uiiially larger in 
the first year than aftev»'urds. Ever,) thing 
I notioo has boeii brdnght against us that 
possibly conld— n shorf of tho puiilie ilebt 
of the country, nn 1 a share of evervthin,' 
ol-e. The tdiargo on jeunn'- of tlio I'aci- 
lic Railway ciuiaot fairly bo ehirj.,'ed to 
our Proviiieo. It a national uudertdi- 
ing, and a lar^e j :ut of this money, ;ju d 
m saiaries. is aai-ned hucii to th s part of 
Conadii, rroin which the Province got-i no 
borieilt. 'X76'never pretend to bring finan- 
cial rilvantiises to the DoiniiMon, lint if 
treatod well I fei-1 a-snr. d thai w.- will lo 
turn as much, if not nior.-, than an v of the 
I'roviiii.-os in projiortini to )io])iiliil ion. 
What wo want now ia an cvi lence, a :iuli- 
stantial evidence of huHH Jlje idtciilions 
and uol promises. We want to fool iis 
soon as p;)s-iible that we are part of C'niia- 
d». Insten.i of importing f.Toign goods 
we ''dejlire lo bo able to get tbe benolits of 
yonr mumifaoturers and markets here; we 
dcr.iro to feel that we are a pur; of a ^^reat 
and pro^'reasive country, i oj foiod uljove all 
with a ttoep sense of integrity in fulliluiout 
of obligations.

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The Opposition on Friday 

The Opposition iu the Locnl House 
have finally aaccecded in committing 
felo-cle St. Ta u«o a common mctnphor, 
they have out theii- own throats. Their 
conduct on Fi-itlay wusi that of a dis- 
orgmiiiecl mob, whoso leader Lad fled 
after the first round, leaving,' his fol- 
lowers to shift for thonipelvcs. We 
Lavo seldom wituosaed a moro pitiful 
sight than that presented by members 
■who Bpoko in opposition to tlio Tax 
Bill. Factiousness is no name for the 
extraordinary positions thoy assumed 
during, the debate. The leader of the 
Opposition could toleri>.to taxation as 
a principle, but ho would vote against 
the Bill because it was served up in 
advance of the Estiiuafos. Ho wanted 
the dessert before the roast bud been 
put ou the table. The sonioi- member 
for tho Capital opposed the Bill be- 
cause it was drawn fioni an Ontario 
Act. In the words of ouo of tlio Govern- 
ment supporters, "Does nothing good 
come from Ontario— not even tho hou. 
gentleman ?" The middle member for 
Cariboo grew pathetic over the iutlic- 
tion of n fifth of one per cent, ou the 
value of all goods consumed by the 
miner, although it was pointed out by 
the Pramier that mining property was 
exempted. Mr. Brydou wa.s opposed to 
the Bill because it was "experiment- 
al.'' This hon. gentleman seemed to 
forget that even coal mining is experi- 
mental. Tho enterprising, progress- 
ive man is always -an experimentalist. 
Tte unprogressive and sluggish per- 
son who never invests except when a 
"sure thing" offers would never open 
a coal mine, for instance. Mr. Wil- 
liams, who was elected as an Indepen 
dent (save the mark!) was a stickler 
for the proprieties of the House and 
was opposed to the Bill because " it 
came down at the wrong time. The 
junior member for Cariboo waxod elo- 
quent over the exemption of Municipal 
bonds and Sbylocks; and when the 
Premier showed him that such weie 
not exempted, and mildly suggested 
that perhaps the gallant Captain had 
not read the Bill, ho sat down with tho 
look of a sleepy lodger who hud just 
boon shaken by his landlord and told 
it was time to get up! Dr. Ash com- 
pared the tax to a tax iu time of war 

tah-xcah?) Ho was very jjiingciit in hi.-* 
few remarlis, which lie fired from bo- 
hind a breastwork formed by a stove- 
Bcroen, where he entrenched hiiu.self. 
Tho doctor is never eloquent and is 
frequently factious; if he is ever prac- 
tical it is by accident. Ou Friday lie 
was very much so when bo connselied 
economy, and was not suio that the 
Premier did not intend to gobble up 
the salary of the Provincial Secretary 
as well as that of the Attorney Gener- 
al. But what his uncertainty in that 
respect bad to do with the Tax Bill he 
Bat down without explaining. Mr. 
Armstrong, who is on top of tho 
school ho use when "figgers" are to be 
discussed, pelted the Finance Minis- 
ter with his arithmetical knowledge, 
and was bearing down ou that fiiuc 
iionary with a figurative blackboard 
and piece of chalk when Mr. Speaker 
interposed and ho went under with a 
scowl. Mr. Douglas was the last 
speaker on the Opposition side. Being 
a heavy property-holder in prospect- 
ive, Mr. D. remarked that be was "'op- 
posed to taxation on principle;" — he 
sighed, too, for the ol<l Crcjwu (Jolony 
system and one-man (jovernment, 
when the business of the country was 
transacted with an expenditure of £25,- 
000 per anrium. Tlioso wore tho days 
of Hudson Bay Co. autoeraey; when 
tho districts now traversed by i-o.ids 
were a "howling wilderness;" when 
there was not a farmer in tho country; 
when the entire civilized poiniiatiou of 
the Colony v.-as less than lUUU; when 
one jud^'o dis[jei)sed jUnr.ico and ono 
clergyman attended to tlio H[)irilual 
■wants of the people; when a Governor 
and a Colonial Secretary did all the 
public business; when Yictoria con- 
tained two dozen dwelling liouscs clus- 
tered within a bastion armed at every 
point with cannon and ga:inluil by 
sentries; when the present, ^ilc of the 
Capital was covered with a liense for- 
est intersected with Indian trails and 
was bought for a few blankets; wlieu 
savage tribes iield high revel over tlie 
corpses of ouemies slain in hattlo 
wheie tho Parliiunont Buildings now 
■tand; when Naoaimo had but 
ONE duly qualified voter who 
actually returned a ino ruber to 
Parliament! Heigho! Mr. Doug- 
las, those wore halcyon days, indeed. 
But do you really puie for an encore? 
Do you really think that tho greatness 
and prosperity of a country can bo 
guagod by the amount spent in 
governing it? If the insignificant sum 
• you quott) is to bo accci)ted as a criter- 
ion of happiness, what a benvon on 
earth tho country ought to havii 
been when under Crown Colony Gov- 
ernment! 

Having given the gist of the Oppo- 
flitiOD speochefl our readers will see 
■that they are singularly deficient in 
pn9 esBuntial quality, They fail to 



suggest a remedy, other than taxation, 
for tho financial crisis throuy:b which 
tho country is passing. Tho ex-Pre- 
uiior ful vised the Goveruraont to "bor- 
row §500,000 at 5 per cent. ;" but the 
absurdity of that advice was developed 
by a Government supporter, who 
showed that the ex Premier's Govern- 
ment had to pav 8 per cont. for a loan 
of .?30,OOO. If 'the Opposition had a 
8ch(Miio of their own for raising mouoy, 
Friday wns tho time to have stated it. 
Tlio new Govornmont were fairly com- 
mitted to tho taxation policy and the 
production of n better scliemo would 
have secured their defeat and tho re- 
turn of tho ox-Ministera to the Trea- 
.sury benches. But the Opposition, 
while they pretended to advance rea- 
sons why taxes should not be imposed, 
failed to produce a counter-schomo. 
What is the plain inference that every 
reasonable man munt draw fioin tho 
debate of Friday ?' That the Opponi- 
tion is actuated b; unworthy DiOlivos 
and that they are engaged in the un 
patriotic work of retarding the pro- 
gress of the country by delaying much- 
needed lecrislation. Wo say again: 
the Opposition committed solf-niurder 
on Friday. They had an opportunity 
olVered them that will never occur 
again du>'intr the life of the present 
liouse.

Editor Colonist:— The School ques- 
tiun has lately undergone considerable 
discussion; let me also add my mite. 
From the synopsis you have given, in 
this mcrning'a paper, of the proposed 
amendments to the School Aot, I see 
that everything ii to bri left almost in 

statu qiio. 

I tliink there are many parts that 
might bear amendment; and first and 
foremost among them that part relat- 
ing to the Board of Education. As 

that loarned body is at present consti- 
tuted , a moro effete piece of machin- 
ery could not be invented. Eliminate 
tho two v.orking mornberH and you 
could scarcely find five other men in a 
scholastic point of view who could bo 
more obstructive or more obnoxious 
than they aro. Thoy never visit the 
schools over which they preside; thoy 
aro of too high a social rank to conde- 
scend to have their children taught 
with Tom, Dick and Harry; they givo 
away tho best scholastic positions in 
tho Province to their friends or to 
those who havo taught their children 
III private s'.cIiooIh; aud above all, hav- 
ing arrived bore with the prejudices 
against popular education of the Eng- 
hind of twenty years ago, ihey have 
retained their opinions aud are at pre- 
sent only tolerant to the system of 
public education established here be- 
cause of tho political pressure brought 
10 lie ir upon them by us -tho iynobilt 
Tulgus 

Une of their first acts after being in- 
stalhui iu ofbce was to issue "Forms 
ol Prayer" to be used in our secular, 
uon-sectariai) scboolb. They also is 
sued an elaborate scale regulating the 
salaries of teachers and never carried 
it out. They limited the salaries of 
teachers holding temporary certifi- 
cates, but ])aid the highest amount to 
such hoklers when it suited them to 
do so. Thoy pay the same salary to 
the principal of a school with an aver- 
age attendance of 37 as they do to 
ono with an average of !50 or more. 

Tho High School is still in the fu- 
ture. Why should it bo so? This 
city should now havo had such an in- 
stitution iu good workingorder if only 
tho Board had been itself sufficiently 
educated not to have been satisfied 
with tbo poor Latin, worse Greek (if 
any), and othor branches of education 
ill proportion, under which their own 
children havo laboured. Tbeae re- 
marks apply especially to the Victoria 
schools. Tho Board may show favour 
to other districts and other teachers, 
but if thoy aro entitled to any of the 
kudo.s that attaches to the success of 
the Public School eyftem of this Pro- 
vince thev deiive it mainly— almost 
solely from what has been done in 
Victoria. So much for the Board. 

Another clause of the Act that might 
bear amending is that relating to tho 
Superintendent of Education. He 
should not be required to be a lectur- 
er or an itinerant preaober, after the 
maunet of Ontario, nor should be be 
a teacher of any othor Province but 
British Columbia. Our Province must 
not bo inado a pasturing-ground for 
the rest.

Dunn, 
Laogloy; A. B. Nicholson, Victoria; Wm. 
Clyde, Nanaimo, Clerk of the Presbytery: 
and B. Wallace E-q., Victoria, and Wm. 
Earl, Esq., Nanaimo, ruling elders. 

Tho Rbv. S. McGregor, Victoria, was 
ro-electod Moderator for the next six 
months. 

Rev. Mr. Jamieson, Now Westminster, 
of the Caniida Presbyterian Chorob, was 
invited to sit with the brethren as corres- 
ponding member.

The Court adjourned at a late hour on 
Friday evening until Monday morning at 
10 o'clock. The meeting was closed by the 
Moderator with prayer, and tho Presby- 
tery separated.

True History of the War 
of 1885. 



[La Petit JouTDBl Modloo-Psyckologiqut.] 



T have been coDfineJ in this room. 
No. 10, Corridor Z, Alcove VI., for fif- 
teen mouths and nine days. Tho tiur- 
goouB who were dastards enough to 
sign tho 'lottro do cachet' pretended 
that I waa Buffering fiom insanity su- 
pervening upon a stroke of the sun 
while engaged in surveying for now 
feeders for tlio Huez Canal on tho 
ridgo beyond tho i3itter Lakes. Tho 
fact 13, I am inii)risonod through the 
iuOuouce of At. Foi'diuaud de Losseps, 
on account of a memoir which I pre- 
sented to the British G-overnment, ex- 
posing, under a thin veil of fiction, 
the nofiirious designs of that ambitious 
aud uuHcnipiilous engineer, a man 
who is willing to destroy half the hu- 
man ruoo if so lie can accomplish his 
veugeanco. I am luysolf half English, 
born in Languedoc, of an lOngli.^li mo- 
ther, mj father's name, and my own, 
being I'apiii. 1 waa oducatod as a 
civil oiigiiieer, and I bavo aided M. do 
Lcssops iu u griiat many of his umler- 
taking.s, becoming in tbis way fully 
acquainted witli his deaigiis. As I 
could not approve tbe.so, but folt 
bound to reiiudiate thcMn for barbar- 
ousiniuimaiiity and inconceivable dog 
tructiveuess, I determined both to 
master all the details ot this gigantic 
plot and to apprise the startled world 
of the desperate undortakinga he has 
in hiiiid. 

This is the true story of the follow- 
ing moiuoir, which I addressed to the 
British ilinister Disraeli in May, 1871, 
and which I feel sure had inucli to do 
iu actuuLing the Suez (Janal ijurchaso 
and many olhor acts of the British 
ministry. I may state that M. do Ijgs- 
Hops' hostility to England dates from 
the period when be found that tho 
Government and capitalists of that 
country not only would not subscribe 
to his canal project, bat decidedly op- 
posed it. In 1873 he was very f f ll of 
building a railroad from Astr.ikban 
and Ekaterinburg across the Coulinout 
to Port St. Yiadimir, with a branoh to 
Oabool and Peshawur, and another 
through Ourga to Hekiu — the comple 
tion of which, bo felt sore, would load 
to the fall of British India. The 
practical bankruptcy of the lluBaian 
Government, however, turned his at- 
(ontiou from this plan towards tho 
Sahara, tho subiuorgeiice of which has 
tiincG been bis lavorito project. I 
may add that all tho details ouibodicd 
below have been gathered from cou- 
vorsation.s with de Lessens, and are 
what really constitute hia dream: 
•' Memoir upon the War of 1885." Ro- 

spect/ttlly .iul>mittr:d lo the Brilish Gov- 

ertimetit. By A. Papin, Civil Knijiiicsr. 

'When the war broke out on Sept. 
19th, 1885, M. de Lesseps aud hia 
workmen had already been engaged 
for five years upon their tremendous 
undertaking. No one know how ox- 
tonaivo tho works were, for none were 
admitted to ti'.om who were capable of 
reporting upon the subject, but the 
new American Excavator was said to 
bo the most astonishing machine in 
existeuco, and the 20D,OU0 labourers 
employed to wail upon it composeil a 
very buty city. Tiiero was a Hying 
camp of 5U,0UU Tusregs who covered 
the apprsaches to the several works, 
and it was now known not only that 
the plague had ceased its ravages a- 
mongst these peoijlo, but that also Itl. 
de Lessops was hailed as their saviour 
as well as intimate confidential rela- 
tions with all the hostile tribes as far 
as the heart of Soudan. In August; 
■when war became certain, it was 
known that couriors bad been dispatch- 
ed i-O all these tribes, that imiaeuso 
gatherings of wild jiooplo moiiacod 
tho highlands of JMorocco.Darfuia- and 
Sonegumbia, aud that incursions 
upon Kbartoon bad forced the Egypt- 
tian army to retreat and the Khedive 
to call upon England for a contingent 
of troops. It was supposed from all 
this that the excavations were nearly' 
completed, and tho desert tribes, duly 
warned, had bog'.m their fighting. 

At this liii'io tho war that was to 
change the map of Europe and Asia 
broke with tho suddenness of a wator- 
spuiit. Upon one side was arrayed 
tho great Western alliauoo, comprising 
Goruuuiy, Great Britain, Portugal, 
Sweden aud I^orway, with Turkey, 
Egypt and Italy. Upon the other 
side appeared Bussia, France, Austria 
and Spain, together with Holland, 
Belgium and Denmark. The armies 
of the former alliance comproboudod 
5,000,000 of disciplined troops with 
tho strongest fleet in tho world. The 
opposing alliance commanded 7,0L)O,- 
(JUO Hohliera with a lleot only inferior 
to its aiaiagoiii.st. The jealousies of 
Goriiiauy and Russia baci culminated 
after tho death of tho two EmnororH 
and both Germany and England found 
that some of their natural aud geo- 
graphical allies were in the hostile 
ranks in p-iirsuit of revenges.- Thus, 
Sjiaiu, not hoslilo lo Germany, was at 
war against her iu order to regain pos- 
sessioa of Gibralter from tho English, 
and Denmark, the Netherlands and 
Belgium, friendly to England, had 
sought tho Pranco-Ruaaian alliance iu 
order to defend themselves against 
the known jiurpose of Germany to an- 
nex them. 

The war began with a sorion of 
coups da main. The Anglo-Frussian 
fleet entered the Baltic, dostroyed 
Riga and Revel, and sunk the Rus- 
sian fleet in tba gulf ot Finland, and 
effaotoaUjr fompUttd tho destrugtion 



of Cronstadt. Under oovoi'of Iho.^o 
operations tho ^icandillaviaa army 
landed and took Copenhagen, over- 
ran Denmark and united with tlie 
German army of tho Elbe. Tho Ital- 
ian fleet took Trieste, and the Italian, 
Egyptian and Turlusli armies defeated 
tho Auslro-Sorbiau troops at Widin, 
and drovb them iotb "Belgrade. On 
the other hand, the united Prench, 
Dutch and Belgian forces, crossing 
the Itliine and turning the liruvio.-il 
Prussian fortresses, occupied GoLtin- 
gon, Hanover and Bremen, and op- 
posed what seemed to be au irresisti- 
ble front to the SoandinaviaD and 
Prussian forces behind the Elbe. Tho 
second Prench tfrmy, uniting ^^itll 
that of Austria at Nurf;mberg,ailvatice(l 
upon Lei|)sic and Dresden, while a 
luillion iiussiaiis, in two columns, 
maiehed upon Ivouigsbcrg and Poson. 
.[f the allies could unilo anywhere upon 
the line of the Odor, li would not. be 
jDossible to save Berlin. Tlio RusRian 
i'oet passed the Bospliorus, took ami 
burned Constantinople, and sailed to- 
ward the Levant, followed by an arnn- 
coining In several columns across Asia 
Minor. Tho third Russian arniy 
crossed from Turkestan into Ctdxjol, 
and was totally destroyed by the An- 
glo-Indian aimy before I'cshiiwur. 
At the same tiiae, the Chinese, East- 
ern allies of the English, crossed the 
Amoor at Igoon, with ouo column, 
took and burned Irkoutsk with anoth- 
er, and with a third menaced Kho- 
kaiid. The Portuguese forces wore 
formed into two corps u])i)"ii tiio lino 
of the Guadianii River, while Spam 
sent 150,000 men to tbesiogo of Gib 
ralter, her entire fleet sailing oast to 
reinforce that of Hussia. 

Leaving the Prussian Ih^et iu tho 
Gulf of Finland, tho English Admiral 
sailed for the Mediterranean, rein- 
forced aa ho went by the Channel 
fleet, which had already bombarded 
and destroyed Antwerji, Brest and 
Cherbourg. Tho Austrian army of 
the Noith halted at Ra\rciilli, an 1 
returned to opi)Ose the Turko-Italiau 
forces, strongly reinforced, that were 
advancing upon Buda and Belgrade. 
.\ series of rai)id Geniuin viciories 
drove the Russians acros.s the Xieinen 
and the Vistula, compelled the French 
army to retreat to ?*luiiicli, uirI in- 
volved the Franco-Belgian forces iu 
a disastrous conflict on the Luneberg 
Heath. Tho pureuit did not cense 
until the Rhine was crossed, niul this 
was followed by the advanco of a 
German army towards Rueims. Tiie 
campaign ended with the defeat of 
the Italo-Turk.sh ai my at Tbcrosion- 
stadt and a defeat of tho liussiau 
columns at Eutaya. 

In tho meantime interest began to 
centre in the Mediterranean, where 
preparations were making for the 
greatest naval battle ever fou^^dit. 
'iho French fleet had escaped Ircnn 
Toulon and joined the Russians in 
the. Sea of Marmora . and the harbor 
of Alexandria. The Italian fleet, 
seeking safety through the Straits ol 
Messina, was anchored at Spez/.ia. 
The Eii^dirih fleet, wailing for the 
arrival of its German allies, held a 
line from Cape Bon to Capo Passaro, 
its left resting upon Syracuse, its 
centre defending and defended by 
Malta, its right closed into the Tuni- 
sian coast. 

As tho telegrai>li annoiiiicod the 
arrival of the German fleet at Gibral- 
tar, it also notified tho British Admiral 
(the Duke of Edinburgh) of tho sail- 
ing of tho Italian fleet from Sfjazzia, 
and that the unitetl Froiicli, Uussian, 
Spanish and Austrian fleets were con- 
ceidratiug in coluuiiis from the Straits 
of Otrauto to Navarino, and propuiing 
for battle. The combined fleets com 
prised each of them about throe hun- 
dred ironclads of tho first class, with 
arniainonts of 10,01)0 heavy '^uua. In 
addition to the British fleet had about 
throe thousand lighter armed vessels, 
frigates, etc., while the Russian second 
lino comprised about 200 light-draught 
gunboats, carrying one gun eaeh, 
(hawing not more than five feet of 
water, and being heavy plated. It 
waa the building of this fleet of gun- 
boats, openly said to be intended for 
tho Nile, the Suez Canal and Indian 
waters, which precipitated England 
into the conflict. 

Tho Gorman and Italian con ting, 
onts would bo up in four days, wben 
it was proposed to attack the I'^ancf)- 
Russian fleet at once, and tight a now 
battle of Navaiino. Thin w.is tlio 
moment selected by M. lIo Lessops to 
strike his natouiiding bl.iw. The I'',n 
glish frigates bad Iukui shelling bis 
works ill the Gull of Giilies for some 
days, without, however, ])rovoking 
any re8pous,e, but every atLeiupt to 
land had been so vigorously op[iosed, 
and iu such f(n-co, that it was deetned 
inexpedient to jjersist in it. Just bo- 
fore Hunset, on January 17, ISSIj, the 
English fleet, Malta, Gibraltar, Sicily 
and Najjles were shakeu by the dull 
shock of what seemed to bo an earth- 
quake. It was preceded by a heavy 
explosion, not load, but intensely 
deep, and wan f(;llowed by a high 
wave, which ran friun fifteen to 
twenty feet high acfo.s.'i Ihn -Mcditcu'- 
ranean, causing many disasters in the 
English fleet, and was so persistent 
and wide-spread in its offocts that it 
flooded tho wharves of AlcNaiidria and 
of Barcelona almost fiiniuliuiieously. 
There was a red glare in tho air to- 
wards Gabes, followed by iiumeiiso 
and continuous cfloiida of dust, filled 
with nitrous vapor, which gr adually 
spread out beyond Malta aud envel- 
oped the whole fleet. The word was 
passed that do Lessopn had sprung his 
mine, aud, as tho enemy was expected 
to attack' at daybreak, the English 
prepared for action, and passed a mos 
anxious night. It was impossible, 
owing to the unnatural darkness, to 
•end out resgela to reoottnoitre. Kono 



of the frigates of the Gulf of Gabcs re- 
turned to report, but tho Iclogiaph was 
worked continually, and tho English 
adiuirala finally learned, by telegraph 
from Ontario, that the ' Franco-Rus- 
sian fleet, drawn up in a double line, 
showed itself prepared for action, but 
gave no signs of intending to attack. 
At three o'clock a. m. tho telograpli 
liom Gibraltar reported: "Severe 
storm on "Western Atlantic; waves 
l ushing through tho Straits with un- 
usual violence. Gorman fleet, first 
division, under way at Cai^o de Gata; 
second and third divisions ofl' Trafal- 
gar." About same hour the British 
sailing-masters reported an unusual 
current setting towards the African 
coast and it is said that at this early 
hour the water had fallen five feet 
lower in tho liarbor of Valetta than 
over known before. Just ut daylight 
two frigates wore despatched towards 
the Gulf of Gabes, to reconnoitre and 
return at once. At eight o'clock a. 
m.,tlio frigates not returning, the 
iron clad Black Prince, holding the 
extreme right of the line near Cape 
Bon, was suddenly found to bo 
aground, and in less than half au hour 
she began to fall over, in spito of svory 
etVort mado to lighten her. By nine 
o'l lotdc the current between Cape .Bon 
aud the opposite shore of Sicily sot so 
strong as to be dangerous. A hasty 
consultation was had, and the Britiab 
fleet, withtlrawing from its lino of 
battle, was ordered to concentrate as 
closely as possible around Malta. 
Aiiotlier frigate wis sent towards tho 
African coast, and a despatch boat 
ordered to find the Germans and hast- 
en them up. 

In the meantime, M. de Lessops had 
builded better than ho knew. His 
project was to fill the low lying por- 
tions of t!ie Siiliara with water from 
the Mediterraueau, and make salt 
lakes of them. The Sahara is about 
three times as large in superficies as 
tho Mediterranean, and the portion of 
llio desert submovgiblo on account of 
lying below the level of tho sea, was 
estimated by M. de Lesseps, after 
careful surveys by his engineer, at 
about one-sixtb of its total area, or 
(nie half of the area of tho IMeditor- 
raiiean. Some parts of this, the south- 
eniiost of the sobkhas or saline marsh- 
es, wore from 300 to -lO feet belo-w 
the sea level,but the average depth of 
water which M. de Lossops expected 
to put upon the entire area was be- 
tween -15 niid tiU feet. The Mediter- 
ranean is deepest at Capo de Gatte, 
((i,()Uli feet) aud Capo Asinara (ii.OOO), 
has 1,000 feet depth at Gibraltar, in 
the Strait; and 3,000 off the Ionian Is- 
lands. Between Cape Bon and Sicily 
it shoals, being nowhere more than 
oUU feet aud often loss than oU. Do 
Losseps cut n channel from the Schott 
El Fejej to the Gulf of Gabes. This 
channel was made a mile wide, and 
was oas}- to construct, there being no 
interposition of solid rock. At the 
Gulf be undermined a chamber two 
lunidii d feet <lecp and five mileslong, 
which ho filled with dynamite, nitro- 
glycerine and ^unpowder,and explod- 
ed by means of a battery. When the 
explosion came, tho water rushed in 
with such iuiinenso velocity that tho 
crevasse widened momentarily, and 
before daylight was o\ er twenty miles 
across aud 2U0 feet iu depth, ovei' 
w hich the Mediterranean poured in a 
majestic volume like the Mississippi. 
Tiie water p(jured with a wave crest 50 
f^H.L Ijii^-h tln-,)ugh Scbotts El Fojej, El 
Faraoon, El tlraiais into Hcliott Soilo-n, 
aiul lhenc(Mjnward to Schott Mel Eia. 
where the ri'si»tless wave, barsting 
against the barrier of sand that connected 
with the Moditerranoan, washed it away 
and made a new opening. Meantime tho 
the S.'liott Sidlom having filled, its waters 
poured over the dyko tike walls of the 
bowl, and ran Hont hwards,.Hti]l down hill, 
111 a tbou-and dlfTcreid directions. In 2-1 
lion I S a bay w.is fiiraiiul covering 25,000 
Mjiiaro milea, and tho Mediterranean was 
bu r il ly taint,' emptied into the Sahara 
live timi s as nii)idly ut the Atlantic could 
pour in tlir'iu;-;U the Straits of Oibrnltiir. 

< )ii t lu! luiini inj,' of tlio null tlio Kitua- 
li'in was most appidirij.j. The oc(!au was 
ilowniK into the StiMits, with a wall five 
feet high and a Lido ot '.!() iniloa an hour. 
The currant over the Cape Bon bar was like 
a river rapids, and the whole of tue 
Syrtos b.isin was almost impossible to 
niuif^ate Iriiiii tho velocity with whi(di tho 
w,it,r:< were pourt^l into the now gulf. 
111!) Mediterranean wius dark with im- 
nieiiso clouds of vapor coming from tho 
di snitani tilling tho air with fog and 
ilampness. At. noon tho British tleot was 
drawn up between Malta and Gape Fan 
i> a. niid the advanced vessels of the Gor- 
man aad the Italian squadrons at anchor 
nil' I'lilenno, afraid to venture further. 
.■\t tlii.s I'l it ic il niDiiient t ho Franco-Uus- 
siau ll' ct wori^ si^,'!! lUod, coming on iu 
lino (if liattlc, ill livu divisions. Thocom- 
iiit WHS joined immediately, aod tho Brit- 
ish, In ;n ily outnumbered as they were. 
])rcibinf,'ed the battle till sunset, and tben 
the ret leat was sounded. Next moroiup; 
half of the leiunuiit of tho fleet was c;ip- 
tured by the giiiiboiits, aground oil" C'lpo 
Hon, while Iho F'ranco-IluBsiau il(;et, ])as.s- 
int;- ihrough the Straits of Me:;: ina, took 
tho German and Italian squadrons in de- 
tail and aunihilated them. 

The .'spanisli army moantirao had of- 
fei-tod a liidjniient on thi' eastern scar]) of 
(libraltar. iaMiioil by the Khoiiliuf; of tho 
bay and the i-iipui current iu t!i(> lioads. 
The fj:arrisou was to ) small to cope with 
such 11 forec, and when a week later the 
French fleet came to the assistance of tho 
Spanioi'ds (the water baviDg by this time 
ceased to flow into tlio desert with any- 
very remiirkablo iMirroMt), (Jibraltar was 
([iiii'lly .surreiidcrrd. On tho li.'iino day 
blnssia lonk 'Malta, and Iho t^iij^lish powi/r 
was forever brnkeii in llie Moditerraiu^an. 

On the 1st of Maridi the area of tho Sa- 
hara under water was computed at IJOO,- 
(•00 Hqnare miles, and now occurred that 
remarkable fall of snow which will over 
bo remarkiible in 1 ho annals of Christon- 
doiii. It be^'iLii to Hiiow at Najilos on tho 
IhI. at Marseilles ami liareeloiia on tho 
2nd; on 'tho I-ird of iMareh it was snowing 
all over Europe, from (iihraltar t<i tho 
North Capo, from Brest to the Ural Moun- 
tains. Tho heaviest fall was in S'Witzer- 
land, whore tho average depth was foity 
foot, and in the Ceveuues and Anyerj^e 



andCotod'Or. The v.alloys of (lio 'r.vn I 
were clndcod wilh fri./en " .snow, und it 
stood two loot deep ,ni nil the fj:vv;\t plain 
from till! F.I 1)0 to th.. wilds „f Jiussia. A 
great nuii'iy jioopio « civ frozi-n to death, 
aud when spring oiienod anil the snow niui 
ICO did not disappear, tho distressed 
States of Euroiio woro glad to accept tho 
mediation of tho United States and make 
a trueo that led to a liiiul pou-e aud the 
eatab!i:diniont of a Cfmrt of Arbitration to 
settle all future disputes. 

In the iiioiiiiiimo iiie snow did not go an 
it should have done. It left England and 
the low lands everywhere, but - it refused^ 
to abandon Switzorlan'd, Bohemia, tho 
Pyrenees and the Tyrol. There wore gla- 
ciers in the Coto d 'Or and aliovo Nirtines 
that lasted all the Huniiuer. Tlio olive 
trees from Na])les to Valemda were killed 
and tho prrapos refused to ripen in all of 
Northern Italy, Ciermany, and in the 
w-holo of Franco save tho Gironde section;' 
I'^uropo wa.4 in tho utmost distress.' .for 
food, aud tho Swiss bad to abandon their 
country entirely. They settled on thtf 
Island of Marocco. 

In the Bi)rinfjr of 1S77 DeLoasopd, hav- 
nig fled to avoid the just wrath of hia 
compatriots, Huddeuly ai)p(mred before 
Naples at tlio head of a ll(>ot of Timbuc- 
tail and Soudan cauo(\s tilled with nogroos. 
They landed, took Naples and advanced 
and captured Rome. Italy was too much 
distressed to oppose them, the Uomo 
Glacier having extended .so rapidly and 
att.ained such lu'oportious that it threaten- 
ed to ilerdroy Milan. A coinniiHsion had 
been a])pointed to tak-e measnre.s for thfl 
relief of Europo liy tho restoration of the 
Sahara, but, an this -will involve a desper- 
ate war with the rapidly developing cotn- 
mercial Staios of Central Africa its ex^ 
podiency is extremely doubtful. Europe 
Boems doomed. Tho" C/. ir, indeed, has re- 
moved his Court to (^onstantinoiile, and 
does well eiiou^'h, but it is sad to think 
of tho frozen ruins of Biu-liii and Warsaw, 
aud to reflect that Dresden is to-day less 
habitable than Archangel was reported to 
bo twenty years ago.
